Caller Says Anti-Castro 
Group Responsible

NEW YORK (AP) — A hand 
grenade was thrown into the of- 
fices of the Evergreen Review 
in Greenwich Village early Fri- 
day, the 15th anniversary of the 
beginning of Fidel Castro’s Cu- 
ban revolution. Three windows 
were shattered but no one was 
injured. . ■ 

Moments after the bombing, a 
man telephoned the Associated 
Press and said: 

“We have begun to com-j 
memorate the morning of the 
26th of July. Commandos of the 
MNCC have attacked at 2:35 
a.m. the office of Evergreen 
|magazine.’’ 

The unidentified caller, who 
said he spoke for a newly 
formed anti-Castro 'Moviento 
jNacional de Coalicion Cubano, 
said the Evergreen Review was 
a target because it is publishing 
Ernesto “Che” Guevara’s diary 
[and “because of their position inj 
favor of international c6mmu-| 
nism-.”.‘ I

Most of the blasts have oc- 
curred at night when no one was 
about. However, a daylight ex- 
plosion at the Japanese National 
Tourist Organization in Rocker 
feller Center July 7 slightly in- 
jured a woman tourist and her 
daughter. 

UNEXPLODED BOMB 
There also have been: an 
unexploded bomb planted in Ne- 
wark, N.J.; five bombings in 
Los Angeles: more than 30 
bombing incidents in Miami and 
a new explosion, Friday at a 
Mexican tourist office in Chica- 
go, which had been bombed pre- 
viously on July 14. , 

At the scene of the Chicago 
and Los Angeles explosions 
signs were left behind which 
read “Unite Cuban Power.” 

The man who called The Asso- 
ciated Press, said his exile group 
was responsible also for bombs 
placed in the French tourist of- 
fice in Rockefeller Center July 
15, and at the Mexican consu- 
late in Newark July, 16. Neither 
of these devices exploded.
